according  to  Provo’s  school 
superintendent. 

Dr.  Sherman  Wing  said  the  funds 
must  be  obtained  in  one  of  two 
ways— either  through  an  appropriation 
from  the  state  legislature  or  through  an 
approved  voter  leeway  tax. 

Dr.  Wing,  speaking  at  a  special 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Provo  Board 
of  Education,  said  construction  of  the 
school  is  on  schedule  but  money  is 
needed  to  buy  supplies  such  as  paper 
and  textbooks. 

“Our  new  school  will  have 
approximately  231,000  square  feet  of 
space.  That  compares  with  about 
167,000  square  feet  now  available  at 
Provo  High  School,”  said  John 
Matthews,  principal  of  Timp  View 
High. 

Matthews  said  he  is  ordering 
equipment,  selecting  a  staff  for  the  new 
school  and  finalizing  other  business. 

Nov.  1  is  the  deadline  for  finalizing 
the  staff  of  Timp  View.  The  board  will 
set  the  boundaries  for  the  new  school 
at  its  January  1977  meeting. 

Timp  View  will  include  grades  nine 
through  12,  Matthews  said.  This 
proposal  has  raised  concern  among 
several  Provoans,  but  the  board  said  the 
decision  had  been  made  after  careful 
study  of  other  school  systems  in  Salt 
Lake  and  Davis  counties.

AT&T,  FCC  battle 
in  rate  hike  threat

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Bell 
Telephone,  the  first  company  in  the 
nation  ever  to  make  more  than  $1 
billion  in  profits  in  three  months, 
intends  to  ask  for  higher  rates  unless 
competition  in  the  industry  is 
eliminated. 

AT&T  Chairman  John  D.  DeButts 
told  a  House  subcommittee  on 
communications  Tuesday  that  the 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co. 
will  ask  for  a  rate  increase  for 
residential  customers  if  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  is 
allowed  to  permit  competition  in  the 
field  to  continue. 

“I  am  here  for  one  reason  and  one 
reason  only,”  said  DeButts.  “And  that 
is  because  it  appears  to  me  inevitable 
that  over  the  long  run,  the  FCC’s 
policies  will  hurt  service  and  add  to  its 
cost  for  the  vast  majority  of  our 
customers,  particularly  home  telephone 
users.” 

He  testified  at  the  opening  of  three 
days  of  hearings  on  a  proposal  to 
overturn  FCC  rulings  that  permit 
competition  in  the  telephone  industry. 

The  hearings  continue  today  with 
supporters  of  competition  testifying. 

The  FCC  has  already  said,  in  a  report 
to  Congress  earlier  this  year,  that  the 
pending  legislation  would  result  in  “a 
telephone  industry  monopoly”  beyond 
the  reach  of  federal  scrutiny. 

The  FCC  has  opened  up  competition

Roger  Billings,  president  of  the 
hydrogen  energy  firm,  told 
commissioners  Tuesday  that  Zions 
First  National  Bank  had  agreed  to  buy 
all  the  bonds,  assuring  that  he  can  stay 
on  schedule  if  the  icity  gives  its 
approval  by  today. 

Mayor  Russell  D.  Grange  said  the 
city  attorney  and  financial  consultant 
would  review  the  industrial  bonds 
before  this  afternoon.  Minutes  of  this 
mornings’s  commission  meeting  will  be 
left  open  to  allow  passage  of  the 
bonding  proposal  during  the  afternoon 
if  the  papers  are  in  order,  the  mayor 
said. 

Both  Grange  and  Billings  said  the 
city  is  not  obligated  to  pay  for  the 
bonds.  Zions  Bank  would  be 
responsible  for  them  i  f  Billings  went 
broke,  they  said.  The  bonds  are 
funneled  through  the  city  to  get  a 
break  on  the  interest  rate,  Billings  said. 

The  funds  will  be  used  to  complete 
the  research  building  now  under 
construction  and  for  landscaping  and 
improvement  costs  on  the  eight-acre 
site  of  the  building. 

Billings  said  he  is  pleased  with  the 
progress  of  the  project.

Signed  by  3rd  District  Judge  Marcellus  K.  Snow, 
the  order  prohibits  Wallace  from  “entering  the 
premises  known  as  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  on 
Temple  Square”  until  Oct.  8.  It  also  orders  him  to 
appear  in  court  on  that  date  to  show  why  the  order 
should  not  be  made  permanent. 

Wallace  said  Wednesday  in  a  telephone  interview 
that  he  intended  to  again  enter  the  Tabernacle,  where 
conferences  are  held,  but  will  not  defy  the  court 
order  this  weekend.

WASHINGTON  -  With  British  help,  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
A.  Kissinger  is  maintaining  the  momentum  of  his  breakthrough 
toward  peace  in  Rhodesia  despite  bitter  black-white  attacks  on 
certain  settlement  terms. 

The  secretary,  every  since  returning  from  his  12-day  political 
safari  through  Africa,  has  been  demanding  lightning  action  by  all 
parties  to  get  Rhodesian  blacks  and  whites  around  a  conference 
table. 

His  aim:  to  have  a  caretaker  government,  with  a  majority  of 
blacks  in  it,  chosen  by  the  end  of  November  and  certainly  no 
later  than  Christmas.

Provo  Commissioners  accept 
auto,  liability  insurance  offer 


The  Provo  City  Commission 
accepted  two  insurance  bids  at  a 
meeting  Tuesday. 

The  city  decided  to  buy 
comprehensive  general  liability 
insurance  from  the  General  Insurance 
Co.  of  America  at  a  cost  of  $61,043 
for  the  year.  Comprehensive 
automobile  liability  insurance  will  be 
provided  by  the  Western  Insurance 
Co.,  through  Tracy,  Osborne,  Dickson 
and  Associates  of  Salt  Lake  City  at  a 


cost  of  $33,936  for  the  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  two  policies  is 
$30,000  to  $40,000  less  than  dty 
officials  expected  to  pay  for  the 
coverage.

Report  shows  progress 
in  refugee  readjustment 
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Storehouse  Market  on  state  'T 
in  Orem 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Most  of  the 
138,000  Indochinese  refugees  who  fled  to 
the  United  States  after  Communist-led 
victories  in  Southeast  Asia  are  adjusting  to 
their  new  country,  but  many  suffer  from 
mental  depression,  a  new  report  to 
Congress  says. 

The  congressional  task  force  on  refugees 
said  that  in  the  nearly  18  months  since  the 
fall  of  South  Vietnam  and  Cambodia,  most 
of  the  refugees  have  made  “vast  strides 
toward  assimilation  into  American  life.” 

The  percentage  of  refugees  drawing 
welfare  has  stabilized  for  the  first  time,  the 
reports  said,  and  most  have  found  jobs  and 
left  the  homes  of  their  initial  American 
sponsors. 

While  many  serious  problems  in 
adjustment  remain,  the  Vietnamese, 
Laotians  and  Cambodians  who  fled  to  the 
United  States  when  the  Communists 
overran  Saigon  and  Phnom  Penh  in  the 
spring  of  1975  “are  progressing  better  than 
many  expected  in  the  early  days  of 
resettlement,  and  the  overwhelming 


majority  are  moving  toward  economic 
self-sufficiency,”  Congress  was  told. 

An  increasing  incidence  of  mental 
depression  among  refugees  has  been 
observed,  the  task  force  said,  “a  natural 
result  of  resettlement  in  a  new  country..’ 

Treatment  of  the  mental  illness  through 
conventional  therapy,  however,  is 
extremely  difficult  because  modern 
psychiatry  is  virtually  unknown,  in 
Indochinese  culture,  and  language  and 
culture  barriers  make  it  almost  impossible 
for  psychiatric  workers  to  assist  refugee 
patients,  the  report  said. 

The  task  force  recommended  that 
Congress  approve  a  Ford  administration 
bill  to  open  the  door  for  citizenship  for  the 
refugees  by  declaring  them  to  be  resident 
aliens.  Similar  legislation  was  enacted  to 
assist  refugees  from  the  Hungarian  and 
Cuban  revolutions. 

Unless  the  Indochinese  are  declared 
resident  aliens,  the  report  said,  it  would 
take  nearly  30  years  before  all  the  refugees 
could  gain  resident  alien  status,  the  first 


step  toward  citizenship,  because  the  law 
provides  that  no  more  than  5,100  persons 
from  all  countries  in  a  given  year  can  be 
admitted  to  the  United  States  in  that 
classification. 

The  task  force  said  a  July- August  survey 
found  that  80  per  cent  of  the  refugee  men 
are  working  or  looking  for  work,  slightly 
higher  than  the  general  American  male  rate 
of  75.6  per  cent,  and  that  45  per  cent  of 
the  refugee  women  are  in  the  labor  force, 
about  the  same  as  the  American  rate  for  all 
women. 

The  refugee  men  and  women  were 
experiencing  a  1.3  per  cent  unemployment 
rate,  however,  which  is  higher  than  the  7.9 
per  cent  unemployment  rate  in  August  for 
the  general  population  but  still  a 
improvement  over  the  21  per  cent  jobless 
rate  for  refugees  in  a  December-January 
survey. 

“Most  refugees  are  in  relatively  unskilled 
jobs  and  many  families  have  more  than  the 
wage  earner,”  the  report  said.

The  microform  system  in  the  Law 
School  library  is  designated  to  make 
information  more  accessible  to  law 
students  and  other  patrons  of  the 
library.  Equipment  is  being  purchased 


with  the  grant  funds  to  make  the 
equivalent  of  thousands  of  volumes  of 
legal  material  available  in  microform.

Every  woman  anticipating  marriage 
in  the  next  year  should  get  a  blood  test 
and  possibly  receive  immunizatioh 
against  rubella,  according  to  Dr.  Cloyd 
C.  Hofeins,  director  of  the  Student 
Health  Center. 

If  contracted  by  the  mother, in  the 
first  three  months  of  pregnancy, 
rubella  can  cause  deafness  and  other 
birth  defects  in  her  baby.  Dr:  Hofheins 
said  he  has  seen  several  cases  when  a 
mother  wished  she  had  taken 
precautions  against  the  disease. 

A  test  to  see  if  a  woman  has  the 
necessary  antibodies  to  combat  the 
disease  is  usually  administered  during 


the  premarital  check  up,  but  by  this 
time  it  is  probably  too  late  to  be 
inoculated,  said  Dr.  Hofeins.  Since  the 
shot  may  injure  the  fetus,  it  cannot  be 
given  within  three  months  of 
marriage— even  if  the  couple  is  not 
planning  to  conceive  immediately, 
added  Dr.  Hofeins. 

“I  would  like  to  see  women 
inoculated  long  before  they 
conceive,”  emphasized  Dr.  Hofheins. 

If  they  are  not  inoculated,  they 
take  the  risk  of  possibly  contacting  the 
disease  and  injuring  their  child,  he  said. 
With  the  inoculation,  they  are 
permanently  protected  against  it.

Tokyo  Symphony 


Y  to  be  host 


he  world-renowned  Tokyo 
Symphony  Orchestra  will  appear  at 
BYU  Friday  as  the  first  event  of  this 
season  in  the  Cultural  International 
Series. 

Under  the  direction  of  Kazuyoshi 
Akiyama,  the  performance  will  begin  at 
8  p.m.  in  the  Marriott  Center. 

Established  in  1945,  the  symphony 
has  become  one  of  Japan’s  leading 
orchestras,  and  has  been  conducted  by 
Akiyama  and  Shinji  Tohyama  since 
1964.  It  also  has  invited  an  impressive 
list  of  guest  conductors,  such  as  Nicolai 
Malko,  Eduardo  Mata,  Eugen  Jochum, 
Reinhard  Peters,  and  many  others. 

Following  his  performance  as  guest 
conductor  in  1956,  Arvid  Yansons  of 
the  Leningrad  Philharmonic  was 
appointed  honorary  conductor,  and 
under  his  direction  the  orchestra  rose 


to  a  level  of  technical  excellence. 

To  another  guest  conductor,  Zdenek 
Rosier,  goes  the  credit  for  many  of  the 
numberous  premiers  of  modern  and 
contemporary  works  performed  by  the 
orchestra.  For  example,  all  premieres  in 
Japan  of  Shostakovich  and  Prokofieff’s 
works  have  been  performed  by  the 
Tokyo  Symphony. 

In  1964  the  orchestra  lost  all 
broadcasting  company  subsidies,  but 
the  dedicated  musicians  formed  a 
cooperative  to  take  the  responsibility 
for  the  continuation  of  the  orchestra. 
It  was  also  in  that  year  that  Akiyama, 
who  had  just  won  the  Manichi  Music 
Prize,  was  asked  to  take  over  as 
permanent  conductor. 

Another  conductor,  Maestro  Shinji 
Tohyama,  was  appointed  resident 
conductor.

Irish'  gridder  picks  law 


SOUTH  BEND,  Ind.  (AP)  —  Notre  Dame’s  Rick 
Slager,  who  considers  himself  too  small  for  pro 
football,  wants  to  be  a  lawyer.  But  if  that  falls 
through,  Coach  Dan  Devine  could  give  him  a  good 
recommendation  as  a  teacher. 

“Even  though  I’m  52  years  old,  I  feel  I’ve  learned  a 
lot  about  life  from  Rick,”  said  the  Irish  coach.  “His 
general  attitude  and  sense  of  direction  are 
incredible.” 

Slager,  a  5-foot-ll,  190-pound  quarterback,  set  a 
Notre  Dame  record  last  Saturday  be  completing  12  of 
14  passes  for  231  yards  and  three  touchdowns.  He 
was  named  College  Back  of  the  Week  Tuesday  by  The 
Associated  Press. 

“It’s  a  thrill,”  said  the  senior  from  Columbus,  Ohio, 
who  completed  academic  requirements  at  Notre 
Dame  last  year  but  chose  to  return  for  his  final  season 
of  football  eligibility. 

“Rick  had  a  difficult  decision  to  make  whether  or 
not  to  return  to  school  this  year,”  Devine  said.  “He 
could  have  graduated,  but  he  chose  to  return  to  make 
a  contribution  to  our  program.  ”

because  of  his  size. 

“Everybody  would  like  to  say  they’d  like  to  play 
professional  ball,  but  right  now  I’m  looking  toward 
law  school.  I  haven’t  really  thought  about  pro  ball.  I 
enjoy  the  college  football,  but  this  will  be  my  last 
year.” 

He  had  completed  only  nine  of  29  attempts  for  114 
yards  with  three  interceptions  in  the  first  two  Irish 
games,  a  31-10  loss  to  Pitt  and  a  23-0  victory  over 
Purdue.

How  do  you  sell  a  potato  chip? 

Or  sell  a  pineapple  or  a  razor  or  an 
orange  or  an  airline  or  a  soft  drink  or 
just  about  anything? 

The  answer  for  some  national  and 
local  companies  has  been  to  bring  their 
advertising  problems  to  BYU. 

About  300  students  enrolled  in  three 
BYU  advertising  classes  develop 
campaigns  for  companies  such  as 
Yamaha,  Dole  Pineapple,  Hunts 
Ketchup,  Schick  and  Sunkist, 
according  to  Dr.  George  Barrus, 
professor  of  communications. 

Dr.  Barrus,  along  with  colleagues  Dr. 
Raymond  Beckham  and  Richard  Kagel, 
are  handling  total  advertising 
campaigns  for  Clover  Club  Foods,  Pop 
Shoppes  and  Tunex  this  semester. 

The  campaigns  sometimes  start  a 
year  in  advance  with  the  initial 
selection  of  a  client,  Unlike  many  other 
agencies,  BYU  does  not  normally 
solicit  the  companies,  according  to  Dr. 
Barrus.  Instead,  the  companies  come  to 
BYU. 

Selecting  clients 

Dr.  Barrus  said  there  were  two  things 
he  specifically  looks  for  when  selecting 
clients.  The  first  thing  is  if  the  product 
would  lend  itself  readily  to  a  total 
advertising  campaign. 

The  second  criterion  would  be  if  the 
company  had  its  own  advertising 
agency,  Dr.  Barrus  said. 

Many  times  after  students  develop 
campaigns,  the  advertising  agencies  or 
the  companies  involved  hire  the 
students  who  did  the  work. 


“I  want  to  give  them  experience,  but 
also  a  job  opportunity,”  Dr.  Barrus 
said. 

Hire  graduates 
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Yamaha,  for  which  BYU  did  a 
campaign  several  years  ago,  hired  four 
BYU  graduates  to  manage  their 
campaign.  . 

“We’ve  had  a  number  of  other 
incidents  in  which  students  have  been 
hired,”  Dr.  Barrus  said. 

Students  in  the  classes  compete  one 
with  another  to  produce  campaigns. 

Campaigns  are  judged  and  two  or 
three  campaigns  are  then  examined  by 
the  client. 

Given  scholarships 


Winners  in  the  campaign  contest  at 
the  end  of  the  year  are  given 
scholarships  by  the  companies 
involved.  The  campaigns  become  open 
to  the  client. 

About  $2,000  was  given  last  year  to 
the  advertising  department  from  these 
campaigns,  Dr.  Barrus  said. 

Telephone  surveys 


Students  will  be  conducting 
telephone  surveys  this  week  involving 
about  1,300  phone  calls,  Dr.  Barrus 
stated. 

In  addition,  market  research  is 
conducted  in  store  and  door-to-door 
interviews. 

“The  whole  thing  is  a  matter  of 
finding  solutions  to  advertising 
problems,”  Dr.  Barrus  said. 

“We’re  trying  to  make  it  as  much  as 
possible  a  real  life  application  of 
theory,”  he  said.

PORTLAND,  Ore.  (AP)  -  “Most  people  would 
have  given  up  and  died,”  said  Deputy  Gene  Hanners 
of  Clackamas  County. 

But  John  E.  Vihtelic,  a  27-year-old  former  medic  in 
the  Green  Berets,  survived.

Canada’s  Yukon,  was  announced 
Tuesday  by  the  National  Geographic 
Society  and  National  Park  Service. 
Each  will  contribute  $300,000  to  dig 
up  the  lost  American  history. 

Archaeologists,  anthropolgists, 
geologists,  p  aleontologists  and  other 
scientists  are  being  recruited  in  this 
hunt  for  early  man.  Scientists  said  that 
to  date  the  Soviet  Union  has  done 
more  work  on  the  Siberian  travels  of 
these  early  migrants  than  Americans 
have  done  on  those  who  reached  the 


American  side  of  the  land  bridge. 

Two  University  of  Alaska  scientists 
already  engaged  in  the  project,  Drs. 
William  R.  Powers  and  Russell  D. 
Guthrie,  told  a  news  briefing  that  then- 
work  this  summer  at  one  site  already 
has  produced  promising  results. 

They  found  tools  and  animal  bones 
in  charred  remains  of  early  man’s 
campfires  that  have  been  dated  about 
12,000  years  old.  The  dig,  called  Dry 
Creek,  is  located  about  75  miles  south 
of  Fairbanks. 


Dr.  William  Irving  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  working  at  a  site  at  Old 
Crow  in  the  Yokon,  said  he  made  a  rare 
find  this  past  summer  —  the  jawbone 
and  tooth  frojn  an  early  man. 

Irving  said  the  jawbone  isn’t 
officially  dated  yet,  but  preliminary 
evidence  suggests  it’s  probably  more 
than  20,000  years  old. 

“If  the  bone  is  20,000  or  more,  years 
old,  it  would  be  one  of  the  oldest 
direct  artifacts  of  man  found  in 
northern  America,”  Irving  said.  Some 


of  the  tool  fossils  found  at  Old  Crow 
date  back  more  than  25,000  years,  he 
added. 

“The  specific  aim  of  this  project  is  to 
get  a  full  picture  of  what  life  was  like 
then  and  hopefully  to  find  older  sites 
and  fossils,”  Guthrie  said. 

“When  people  say  land  bridge,  they 
think  of  a  narrow  stretch,”  Ackerman 
said,  “but  this  bridge  was  probably 
1,500  miles  wide  in  parts  and 
contained  a  variety  of  living 
conditions.” 


Scientists  said  the  bridge  probably 
began  sinking  about  14,000  years  ago 
and  was  under  water  about  10,000 
years  ago. 

Guthrie  said  early  man  slowly  moved 
across  the  bridge,  probably  following 
animal  herds.  In  fact,  early  man 
probably  had  no  idea  he  was  going  to  a 
new  continent. 

“We  think  it  was  a  slow  process  of 
migration,”  he  said.  “No  one  knew 
they  were  traveling  anywhere.  They 
were  just  people  moving  around.”

Belgian  laws 
hand  wives 
new  equality 

BRUSSELS,  Belgium  (AP)  -  Belgian 
wives  gained  full  equality  in  marriage 
Tuesday  when  new  laws  replaced  those 
dating  back  to  the  18th  century. 

They  no  longer  need  their  husbands’ 
agreement  to  go  to  court,  open  a  bank 
account,  rent  a  safe  deposit  box,  apply 
for  a  job  or  cash  their  own  paychecks. 

Husbands  lost  the  exclusive  right  to 
decide  on  the  family’s  place  of 
residence  and  manage  its  properties, 
including  their  wives’  wealth. 

The  new  marriage  laws,  adopted  by 
parliament  in  July  after  a  decade  of 
debate,  provide  that  in  event  of 
separation  or  divorce,  family  interest  as 
a  whole  will  be  taken  into  account,  not 
the  interest  of  any  individual  member. 
For  example,  if  the  family  home 
belongs  to  only  husband  or  wife  the 
agreement  of  both  is  needed  to  sell  it. 

The  new  laws  establish  the  solidarity 
of  the  couple.  This  means  both  are 
responsible  for  debts  incurred  by  one 
of  them.

Man  seeks  to  dissolve 
same-sex  union  in  court 


COLORADO  SPRINGS,  Colo.  (AP) 
—  David  McCord,  wed  18  months  ago 
in  Colorado’s  first  same-sex  union,  has 
gone  to  court  to  dissolve  his  marriage. 

A  suit  filed  Tuesday  in  El  Paso 
County  District  Court  asks  Municipal 
Court  Judge  John  Torbert  of  Fountain 
to  end  McCord’s  marriage  to  Robert 
Zamora  because  the  “alliance  was 
entered  into  upon  fraudulent 
representation  of  Zamora.” 

The  suit  asks  that  the  marriage  be 
declared  invalid,  and  in  case  that 
request  is  refused,  seeks  a  divorce 
order.  The  suit  also  requests  a  third 
ruling,  in  case  the  other  two  are 
rejected,  seeking  a  judgment  that  the 


marriage  license  certificate  is  void  and 
that  as  a  result  McCord  and  Zamora, 
both  28,  are  not  married. 

The  two  were  married  on  March  27, 
1975,  in  Boulder,  one  day  after 
receiving  a  marriage  license  from  the 
county  clerk. 

Millen  Clawson,  an  attorney  for 
McCord,  said  the  suit  listed  alternative 
requests  because  “The  real  problem  is 
we  don’t  know  whether  or  not  the 
marriage  is  valid.” 

After  McCord  and  Zamora  received 
their  marriage  license,  Colorado  Atty. 
Gen.  J.D.  MacFarlane  said  in  an  official 
opinion  that  same-sex  marriages  have 
no  legal  standing. 
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Soviets  pressure  Japan, 
U.S.  to  send  back  defector 


MOSCOW  (AP)  -  The  Soviet  Union  on  Tuesday 
stepped  up  pressure  on  the  United  States  and  Japan 
for  the  return  of  MIG25  fighter  pilot  Viktor  Belenko, 
producing  Belenko’s  wife  and  mother  at  a  tearful 
Moscow  news  conference  to  plead  for  his  return. 

Reading  from  prepared  statements,  their  voices 
shaking  with  sobs,  Lyudmila  Petrovna  Belenko,  the 
first  lieutenant’s  25-year-old  wife,  and  his  49-year-old 
mother  Lyudmila  Stepanovna  Belenko  declared  that 
Belenko  was  a  “Soviet  patriot”  and  never  could  have 
defected. 

The  pilot,  29,  landed  his  jet  in  northern  Japan  on 
Sept.  6  and  asked  for  asylum  in  the  United  States. 
The  defection  provided  the  West  with  its  first 
close-up  look  at  the  MIG25,  Russia’s  most  advanced 
fighter. 

In  Paris,  dissident  Russian  historian  Andrei  Amalrik 
told  newsmen  the  defection  of  Belenko  and  that  of 
another  Soviet  pilot  to  Iran  illustrates  growing 
dissidence  in  the  ranks  of  the  Soviet  military. 

He  said  rebel  political  groups  were  also  at  work  in 
the  Soviet  submarine  corps  and  among 
middle-echelon  army  officers. 


Mayor  fires  Detroit  police  chief; 
internal  friction  cited  as  cause

DETROIT  (AP)  —  Detroit’s  first  black  mayor, 
Coleman  Young,  ousted  Police  Chief  Philip  Tannian 
on  Tuesday  and  named  Deputy  Chief  William  Hart  to 
replace  him.  Hart  becomes  the  first  black  police  chief 
in  the  city’s  history. 

In  accepting  Tannian’s  resignation  as  head  of  the 
5,000-member  force.  Young  said  the  chief  served  “at 
the  pleasure  of  the  mayor”  and,  as  with  all  appointees 
had  been  asked  to  submit  a  letter  of  resignation  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment. 

Tannian  was  police  chief  for  seven  years,  under  two 
mayors.  The  department  reportedly  has  been  riddled 
with  dissension  for  the  past  several  months. 

The  ongoing  internal  problems  were  highlighted  by 
a  reported  feud  between  Tannian  and  the 
department’s  No.  2  man,  Executive  Deputy  Chief 
Frank  A.  Blount.

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WASHINGTON  (AP) 
-  Newspaper  columnist 
Jack  Anderson,  claiming 
he  once  was  almost  the 
target  of  a  Watergate 
murder  plot,  is  seeking 
$22  million  in  damages 
from  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  and  19 
subordinates. 

Anderson  filed  suit 
Monday,  accusing  Nixon 
and  his  aides  of 
conducting!  a  five-year 
campaign  to  destroy 
Anderson’s  credibility 
and  take  away  his  First 
Amendment  rights  as  a 
newsman. 

Lawyers  for  Anderson 
said  the  suit  is  unique 
because  they  said  that 
never  before  has  a 
reporter  sought  damages 
in  federal  court  on 
grounds  that  his  First 
Amendment  rights  had 
been  violated. 

The  civil  suit,  filed  in 
U.S.  District  Court,  cites 
17  separate  allegations  for 
harassment,  invest¬ 
igations  or  surveillance  by 
the  CIA  or  the  White 
House  investigative  unit 
known  as  the  Plumbers. 

The  suit  said  the 
campaign  included  a 
tentative  plan  by 
Watergate  figures  G. 
Gordon  Liddy  and  E. 
Howard  Hunt  to  murder 
Anderson  with  an  exotic 
poison.  It  also  claimed 
that  CIA  agents  followed 
the  columnist,  his  wife 
and  children  seven  days  a 
week  for  several  months 


In  related  developments: 

-Dissident  physicist  Andrei  D.  Sakharov  told 
reporters  in  Moscow  that  Crimean  Tartars  nationalist 
Mustafa  Djemilev  is  apparently  dying  in  a  prison 
camp  and  authorities  have  refused  to  let  relatives  visit 
him. 

Djemilev,  a  32-year-old  physicist,  was  sentenced  to 
V/i  years  in  prison  last  April  for  his  campaign  to  have 
Crimean  Tartars  returned  to  Crimea,  from  which  they 
were  expelled  at  the  end  of  World  War  II  for  alleged 
collaboration  with  the  Nazis.  Djemilev  reportedly 
suffers  from  an  advanced  kidney  disease  and  acute 
stomach  ulcers. 

-Anatoly  Sharansky,  27,  a  leading  Jewish  activist 
in  Moscow,  was  seized  by  police  Tuesday  night  as  he 
was  waiting  for  a  train  to  Kiev  for  a  Jewish  gathering 
to  commemorate  the  Babi  Yar  massacre,  his  friends 
said.  Sharansky  was  later  released  and  warned  not  to 
attend  the  convocation. 

Jewish  activists  plan  to  gather  Wednesday  at  the 
Babi  Yar  ravine  near  the  Ukrainian  capital  where  Nazi 
troops  massacred  100,000  captives,  most  of  them 
Jews,  35  years  ago.

Soviet  mail  cheap , 
but  delivery  poor 


MOSCOW  (AP)  -  While  the  cost  of 
mailing  a  letter  has  risen  in  the  United 
States  from  3  cents  to  13  cents  since 
World  War  II,  the  price  of  a  first  class 
stamp  in  the  Soviet  Union  has 
remained  for  all  those  years  at  4 
kopeks,  or  5  cents  at  the  current 
official  exchange  rate. 

In  addition  to  that,  the  Soviet  post 
office  claims  it  isn’t  losing  money.  The 
U.S.  Postal  Service  lost  nearly  a  billion 
dollars  in  the  1975  fiscal  year. 

But  the  Soviet  balance  sheet  benefits 
from  government  ownership  of  the  air 
and  rail  lines  that  carry  the  mail  and 
from  much  lower  salaries  for  postal 
workers.  A  mailman  here  is  said  to  earn 
the  equivalent  of  $105  a  month  as 
opposed  to  more  than  $14,000  a  year 
an  American  letter  carrier  makes.  The 
average  factory  worker’s  wage  in  the 
Soviet  Union  is  $195  a  month. 

The  Soviet  post  office  refused  to 
grant  an  interview  to  talk  about  the 
postal  service,  so  no  official  claim  is 
available  about  the  quality  of  postal 
worker  performance.  One  Soviet  source 
said  the  average  Soviet  post  office 
employe  is  Vh  times  less  efficient  than 


his  American  counterpart,  largely 
because  of  a  lack  of  automation. 

Test  mailings  by  The  Associated 
Press  found  it  takes  only  two  or  three 
days  for  ordinary  letters  to  travel  from 
Leningrad  to  Moscow,  a  distance  of 
about  430  miles. 

But  letters  can  take  up  to  five  to 
seven  days  to  travel  about  800  miles 
from  the  Crimea  on  the  Black  Sea  to 
Moscow. 

Letters  traveling  across  the  United 
States  can  be  delivered  in  two  to  three 
days. 

In  major  cities,  the  mail  carrier,  often 
an  old  woman,  comes  seven  days  a 
week.  Service  includes  same-day 
delivery  of  newspapers  and  usually 
24-hour  delivery  of  letters  sent  within 
city  limits. 

The  country  has  no  junk  advertising 
mail  and  most  people  pay  their  bills  in 
person,  not  by  post.  But  balancing  this 
is  the  sheer  size  of  the  country,  the 
government’s  effort  to  keep  a 
permanently  staffed  post  office  in 
every  settlement  of  200  or  more  people 
and  the  need  to  serve  countless  arctic 
and  military  outposts.
